THE BIRD AND TREES 


Tree Life Depends on Protection of 
Insect-Eating Birds 

Each woodpecker in the United 
States is worth $20 In cash, when the 
value is estimated on the value of the 
good that this bird docs to trees, says 
the Manchester Union, Other birds 
are worth sums proportionate to the 
good that they 4d The nuthatch 
creeper and chickadeo are worth from 
$5 to $15, varying with the locality and 
the condition of trees and crops. The 
downy woodpecker is also the relent- 
less enemy of the codling moth, an 
insect that damages our apple crops 
to an extent of $12,000,000. 

In the war tetween the Insects and 
the trees millions of dollars are being 
spent each year by tree owners who 
know that insects have increased 80 
rapidly of late years that their trees 
must be protected. Tho locust and 
maple trees are preyed upon by the 
bag insects; elms are sprayed in arder 
to kill the elm beetles, while borers 
are slaughtering th» hickories.

I had been doing so most 
thoroughly off and on for several 
days, in the hope that some small 
bill or coin from my last bank-roll 
had been overlooked during my 
careless prosperity. 

‘The condition of my finances 


prohibited the purchase of even the 
most modest supply of stamps. 

“I was up against what seemed a 
stone wall. 

“To make matters worse, I met 
with a. slight mishap that same 
evening. Ig may appear funny 
now, but it did not leave me ina 
very pleasant frame of mind at the 
time. Inthe morning by wire I 
had ordered five pounds each “of 
bacon and beefsteak from Medicine 
Hat. The butcher had notified me 
that my purchase would arrive on 
a freight train in the evening. 
Trains stopped at Langevin only 


when ordered or flagged. I 
could neither order nor flag a stop, 
80 I stationed myself in the storm 
doorway of the box-car, prepared 
to beat the coyotes to any package 
that might be thrown off. The 


conductor stood on the steps of the 
caboose, also determined to 
preserve it from them.

“Not seeing me there as I had 
no lantern, he made a remarkable 
true throw for the open door of my 
box-car as the train flew by, arid 
the meat would have landed inside 
had I not been in the way.

arrive, I was overwhelmed by the 
legal and impressive-looking papers 
which came my way. In their 
instructions they were veritable 
monuments of . dignity. They 
demanded silently, itis true, but 
none the less insistently who I 
was and what were my qualifica- 
tions for representing His Majesty’ 8 
Rervite. 


“Before such ponderous docu 
ments I felt my own insignificance. 
I set forth as humbly as might be 
my ancestral claims and such other 
excuses as I had for being alive. 


“In a moment of extreme 
temerity I wrote a letter to Winni- 
peg, asking just how much of the 
tainted green stuff [ got for all 
this, and was informed that once 
every three months after my 
appointment had been approved by 
Ottawa a pay-warrant for fifteen 
dollars would be issued.
